Haegel said that he slapped Mrs. Hae- 
gel and that she was so humiliated she 
ran and got a revolver and shot her- 
self.

It was then that she ran upstairs and 
got the revolver and killed herself, 
Haegel said. 

The police say that it would have been 
almost a physical impossibility for Mre 
Haegel to have reached around the back 
of her neck and put the muzzle of the 
revolver to her head so that the bullet 
would have followed the course it took.

WASHINGTON, April 7. 
HE Panama Canal belongs to 
T the people of the United 
States. It can only be sus- 
tained by taxes, and since taxes 
should be uniform, the exemption of 
any one set of men from any pay- 
ment is a manifest wrong to the 
theory of just government. The full 
extent of any exemption must fall 
upon the American public. Natur- 
ally, the mind revolts against such 
an injustice as the special favor 
granted the coastwise vessels in 
exempting them from the payment 
of tolls. 

In the interest of justice, then, I 
shall vote to repeal the exemption 
clause. I am not prejadiced for En- 
giand. I am more interested in the 
attitude of other nations on this 
tolls question than in that of En- 
giand—for instance, Norway, Swed- 
en, France, Germany, Spain and 
others. - 

We must be fair to all nations. 
We may inquire where the doctrine 
of retaliation on the part of foreign 
nations against us for. discrimina- 
tion against their ships and tonnage 
would lead us. It would awaken 
discord between nations and our- 
selves and destroy harmonious deal- 
ings between their people and ours. 
Such an unfortunate sense of dis- 
agreement would set in as would 
lead to conflict at our doorways: 
and from that there would arise 
things in their magnitude so much 
greater that war too frequently ts 
the word to characterize their after 
consequence. ; 

I believe, taking into considera- 
tion the unfair discrimination in 
favor of one set of our countrymen 
and the formal protests from one 
great nation, we should repeal the 
exemption clause of the canal act. 
That is why I shall vote for the re- 
peal bill, and in doing so will feel 
that I have done my duty to my 
country and to my party.

Men Outvoting the Women in 
Granite City and Venice in 
Liquor Issue Contests. 


In a drizzling rain and a chilling 
wind the men of Venice and Granite 
City had far outvoted the women up 
to noon today in the local option 
election, which {is to decide whether 
the saloon traffic shall be driven out 
of Nameoki and Venice townsnips. 

One surprise was the large number 
of women voters marshaled by the 
Personal Liberty League, an organ- 
ization opposed to suppression of the 
saloons. 

Women who pledged themselves to 
vote the “wet” ticket were taken to 
the polls in automobiles. Forty ma- 
chines were provided for this pur- 
pose. 

“Wets” Corner Autos. 

The wets cornered the visible supply of 
automobiles, but the drys, through the 
Home Protective League, hired about % 
carriages to take women voters to the 
polling places. 

Up to noon 42 men and 120 women had 
voted in the two precincts of Venice. 
The vote at Precinct No. 1 was 300 men 
amd 55 women. In Precinct No. 2 the 
vote was 42 men and 6 women. Both 
sides were claiming a majority of the 
women's vote. 

In the two precincts of Granite City 
which are in Venice Township the vote 
up to noon showed that 428 men and 160 
women had cast their ballots. 

Three Granite City precincts are in 
Nameoki Township. Their vote to noon 
was 595 men and 207 women. The largest 
percentage of women’s votes was cast :n 
the smallest precinct, where 35 men and 
15 women voted.

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CHICAGO, April 7.—For the firsttime 
in the history of Chicago, women today 
went to the polls and enjoyed equal 
rights with the men in an aldermanic 
election. More than 217,500 women had 
registered an delection officials estimated } 
that more than 8 per cent of them 
would vote. The number of men regis- 
tered totaled 455,283, and it was esti- 
mated that about 75 per cent of them 
would vote. 

The most important aldermanic con- 
test was in the First Ward, where Miss 
Marion Drake, a court stenographer, op- 
posed Alderman John (aBthhouse) 
Coughlin for re-election. Coughlin and 
Alderman Michael (Hinky Dink) Kenna 
have represented the First Ward in 
the Council and have controlled the poli- 
tics of the ward for the last 2% years. 

The First Ward consists of a portion 
of the business section that formerly 
was the segregated district and the 
cheap lodging house district. Miss 
Drake made her campaign on a “clean 
politics’”’ platform. 

One of the propositions voted on to- 
day provide for the building of a com- 
prehensive municipal subway system at 
a cost of $130,000,000. 

Upon votes of women depends the fate 
of more than 3000 saloons in Illinois out- 
side of Chicago. In 324 townships in 67 
counties women went to the polls and 
officially expressed their attitude toward 
the liquor traffic. Illinois now has 30 
“dry”’ counties.™ 

Fifty thousand down-State women 
were, eligible to vote. If there was any 
hope that rain weuld keep the women 
in their homes it was blasted by the 
early returns. Rain was general and cold 
weather prevailed in Southern Illinois but 
thousands of women accompanied their 
husbands, who stopped at the polls be- 
fore going to work. They voted in large 
numbers in midforenoon, showing the in- 
terest in the sharpest and most bitter 
fight ever waged on the saloon question.

Congressman - Rainey . Charges 
Not One Electrical Energy 
Jser Has Been Benefited. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 
tive Rainey, Republican, of Illinois, told 
the House Rules Committee today that 
not a consumer of electrical energy in 
the Mississippi Valley was benefited by 
the Keokuk dam, and charged that the 
80-called Keokuk monopoly ‘has fas- 
tened its fingers on the throats of the 
people of St. Louis for a hundred years 
to come,’’ unless there is remedial legis- 
lation. | 
Mr. Rainey urged a congressional! in- 
vestigation of the Keokuk and Hamilton 
Waterpower Co., the Mississippi River 
Power Co. and the companies operating 
with them. He charged the power com- 
pany operating the Keokuk dam is allied 
with other great power companies that 
control power, transportation and light- 
ing facilities in the Central West. 
Rainey’s resolution proposed an in- 
quiry into the franchise given to the 
Keokuk dam company and for the re- 
peal of the act giving it the hydro-elec- 
tric privileges in the Mississippi River 
at Keokuk. No action was taken today 
by the committee on the resolution. 
“No greater outrage was ever perpe- 
trated on the United States Government 
than in the way the company construct- 
ed its dams and bridges,” Rainey de- 
clared. 
He asserted that the dam, bridge and 
some of the piers were built in defiance 
of the congressional franchise. 
“The original grant was altered some- 
where between the House Interstate 
Commerce Commission and the House,” 
he said. “This predatory monopoly )s 
allied with other gigantic power compa- 
nies which control] power, transportation 
and lighting facilities in St. Louis, 
throughout Illinois and other Central 
West territory.

Judge Hennings Would Have 
Women and Girls of City 


Better Protected. 

The April grand jury, of which F. D. 
Seward, 5257 Westminster place, is fore- 
man, was instructed by Judge Hennings 
Mondgy to make an investigation of at- 
tacks on women and girls in St. Louis 

“Your attention is directed to the large 
number of crimes of violence constantiy 
occurring in the city,’’ said the Judge.

1300 MEN BLOCKED 


RELIEF OF TORREON 
BY FEDERAL ARMY 


Correspondent Tells How Rebel 
Scouting Party Gave Battle 
to Thousands of F oes. 


VILLA SENT ASSISTANCE 


Two Forces Clashed at Home of 
Francisco Madero Which Was 
Destroyed by Flames.

TORREON, April 7.~In the midst of 
the final day of fighting for the pos- 
session of Torreon and the Laguna 
country an Indian runner arrived at 


Villa’s field headquarters in the suburbs 
of Torreon with the information that a 
large force of Federals was advancing 
along the railroad line from Saltillo, 
San Pedro and Rancho Buena Vista. 

The relief column was made up of six 
trainloads, carrying 2500 regular infantry, 
500 mounted Rurales, one battery of 
four three-inch field guns and a battery 
of four howitzers and six rapid-fire ma- 
chine guns. 

Two ammunition trains followed. all in 
command of Gen. Emilio Campa, the 
Federal irregular who led Orozco’s 
troops at Parral when Villa defeated 
them. 

A brief encampment for rest was 
made at Ciudad San Pedro, the home of 
Francesco I. Madero, who became Pres- 
ident and was killed in Mexico City. 
While encamped a Constitutionalist col- 
umn of 300 mounted men under Col: 
Toribo Sanchez dynamited the big steel 
bridge over the San Pedro River. They 
were engaged by the Federal flankers 
and were driven back after their work 
was completed. They drew the Fed- 
erals out and continued to burn and 
dynamite bridges along the railroad to- 
ward Torreon. 

When the Indian arrived with the re- 
port of this engagement I was on the 
firing line with Villa and Gen. Felipe 
Angeles, the artillery commander. They 
conferred a minute and immediately 
dispatched two brigades of 2000 cavalry 
in command ot Gens. Rosalio Hernan- 
dez and Torbio Ortega. There were or- 
dered to stop the enemy before thev 
advanced further toward Torreon at 
whatever cost. 

I went with Ortega, having beer 
given a horse by Villa when I expressed 
a desire to see some of the fighting to 
the east. The Ortega brigade had three 
mounted machine guns, in charge of 
American adventurers, who were 
so begrimed by the 10 days’ fighting tha‘ 
they could hardly be distinguished from 
the Mexicans except for their rougn 
neck coat sweaters which they wore in 
place of coats. 

Americans in the Fight. 

One was Greg Leyva, an American In- 
dian, who was formerly a football half- 
back at the Carlisle Indian School, and 
who scored on Yale when he was in 
college. Another was ‘‘Long Tom” Gil- 
dart, a graduate of Louisiana Univer- 
sity, and a third was Jack Kinney, :; 
California cowpuncher whe looked tha 
part with his high-heeled boots and in- 
evitable cigarette. 

Leaving the long, crooked firing line 
which marked the rebel positions in 
Torreon, we rode at a racking gallop 
until it was dark on the desert, reach- 
ing Sacramento, on the branch of the 
International Railroad running to La- 
hualilo. 

This was approxtmately half way to 
San Pedro across the desert waste and 
we made another day of the hardest 
kind of riding across the plains. The 
rebel trumpeter, who rode alongside of 
Gen. Ortega, kept blowing the advance 
all the way, and the men rode so hard 


under them and they had to remount 
fresh ones and ride even harder to re- 
gain their positions in the ranks. 

Unite With Sanches’ Command, 

We reached La Concordia, a settle- 
ment six miles west of San Pedro, where 
the troops met Toribio Sanchez’s band 
of 300, which had been harassing the 
enemy like hornets from their rear. 
These scouts were decimated and com- 
pletely exhausted, their ammunition 
Was gone and they would no doubt Have 
perished had the reinforcements not ar- 
rived when they did. 
They were still holding the enemy 
from advancing further toward Tor- 
reon and their work was accomplished. 
The next morning the combined forces 
of Oretaga and Sanchez formed in open 
skirmish order for the battle and the 
engagement started. 

Ortega's brigade was on the right. the 
machine guns relief in command of the 
cowpuncher, the Indian and the college 
graduate, was in the center and the 
Hernandez brigade was on the left. The 
exhausted fighters were held in the rear 
as reserves. 

Federals Entrenched in Ditches. 

The Federals were intrenched in the 
irrigation ditches which water San Pe- 
dro's fields and vineyards. This was a 
mile west of the town proper. The 
battle started at 10 o’clock, with Rosa- 
lio Hernandez's column leading the at- 
tack in a flanking effort. 

The Federals sent out 200 Federal] Rur- 
ales to attempt a counter-flanking move- 
ment. The machines rattled and swung 
around, discharged their broadsides and 
many men dropped from their saddles or 
fell with their horses. A great cloud 
of dust enveloped the remaining rurales 
and permitted them to strike the main 
battle line of the rebels on the left 
flank before they were seen plainly or 
could be fired at accurately. 

When the dust finally lifted the ba:- 
tle was being fought hand to hand. 
Machetes, sabers and revolvers were be- 
ing used and hand grenades thrown 
back and forth, adding to the confu- 
sion. The Colonel commanding the Rur- 
ales was killed In such an ehgagement 
with one of Hernandez’s men and his 
trumpeter was killed at his side while 
blowing. a chagge. 

The Constitutionalists lost eight men, 


including a Major

The wounded rurales were captured 
and held while the center column pur- 
sued the remainder to the Federal 
trenches. Then the rebel right wing in 
command of Torbie Ortega circled and 
swept down on the Federal intrench- 
ments. 

The action became general and the 
machine guns were bredght up and used 
with good effect in dislodging the Fed- 
erals from the trenches or keeping them 
down so low that they could not shoot 


accurately. 
At noon the Constitutionalists stormed 


the ranch houses of the Buena Vista 
ranch, which was the property of the 
late President Madero, half a mile north 
of San Pedro. 

After driving the Federals out Ortega 
established his battle base there and 
with his staff directed the fight from the

dero. The battle was continued after 
dark by the light of these burning buiid- 
ings. 

T™:.e battle circle extended almost com- 
pletely around the town by this time 
and the fiercest fighting was done in the 
Madero orchards and vineyards. The 
rebels completely surrounded the Fed- 
erals and cut off all possibility of escape 
by burning the railroad bridges in all 
directions. 

By midnight the Federal ammunition 
supply had become exhausted and the 
battle ceased. Early in the morning the 
Federal cavalry undertook a sortie from 
the town, but in the darkness snistoo:: 
its own command for the enemy anid 
killed many before the Mistake was dis- 
covered. 

One entire company of 50 men, three 
officers and a color bearer groped their 
way back to the Federal lines in the 
dark, became entangled in barb wire 
trochas and were captured with their 
colors and arms and ammuznition. 

In the meantime the Federal cavalry 
recaptured Buena Vista under cover of 
a heavy artillery fire. Gen. Torribo Or- 
tega, on a white horse, rallied his men 
and turned his brigade back against the 
enemy. 

The fight was resumed around the 
flaming ranch house, but it was soot! 
found that the men were out of ammu- 
nition. A silent retreat was ordered to 
permit them to concentrate, and the en- 
tire rebel battle line moved west toward 
La Concordia. 

Rebel Forces Withdraw. 

The machine gun detachment covered 
the retreat and the fighters withdrew 
after 16 hours of the most terrific 
fighting of the campaign without water 
or food and without leaving the saddle. 

The Constitutionalist losses were 48 
dead, over 200 wounded and 11 missing, 
who are believed to have been executed. 
Federal losses were reported by desert- 
ers to have been 250 dead, including two 
Cclonels, one Major, seven Captains. 
Fifty-seven prisoners were taken, with 
a Federal flag. Two of these prisoners 
were executed because they were offi- 
cers. The remainder were detailed to 
the hospital corps. 

Next day a message was brought that 
a force of Federals from Torreon with 
refugees and supplies was advancing 
toward San Pedro under cover of a dust 
storm and were heading toward Saltillo, 
along the Coahuila & Pacific Railroad. 
3: miles further north. 

The whole Ortega brigade resaddled 
and started ir pursuit. Riding hard all 
day they reached the railroad and had 
cut the line of Federal retreat. 

I returned to Torreon in two days 
meeting the rebel reinforcements with 
ammunition. 

“en. Villa told me the reinforcements 
and ammunition which had been sent ta 
La Concordia, together with the rebel 
force pursuing the Torreon fugitives, 
made another big battle certain in tha 
vicinity of San Pedro. 

I am returning to San Pedro to witness 
the second big engagement there. 


Exodus of Spaniards Begins. 

Millionaire Spanish merchants 
driven into box cars by 
Villa's men today. Women with 
babies were given the best the 
rebels had in the line of railroad 
equipment, which was @ second-class 
day coach, and no more baggage was 
permitted to the expelled Spaniards 
than they could carry in their arms 
when their enforced exodus from Tor- 
reon began this morning, after a delay 
which was caused by a scarcity of cars. 
The first train to the border carried 750 
men, 64 women and 42 children of the 
Spanish colony. These refugees repre- 
sent the wealthiest class in the Laguna 
district and their estimated wealth is 
$50,000,000 Mexican currency. 

Villa is maintaining perfect Aiscipline 
among his troops and order in the town. 
The shops and markets have reopened 
for business and there has been abso- 
lutely no looting by his troops. Every- 
thing is settling down to a peace basis 
and the town is slowly recovering from 
its debauch of blood.

Fifty St. Louis Painters, Sculp- 
tors and Etchers Represented 
in Competition. 


Fifty St. Louis painters, sculptors and 
etchers are competing for prizes this 
week in the Artists’ Guild’s first open 
competitive exhibition. The result of the 
competition will be xnown Saturday, 
when the exhibition will be judged by 
an expert jury of awards brought here 
from Chicago. The judges are Loradv 
Taft, the sculptor; Ralph Clarkson, a 
figure painter, and Walter Marshall 
Clute, a landscape artist. 

The judges will be entertained at din- 
ner at 6:20 Saturday evening by the 


Guild, and the awards will be announced |. 


at the dinner. 

There are seven prizes. The first prize, 
offered by the Guild for the best work 
ted art in the exhibition, is a life mem- 
bership tn the organization, valued at 
$600. The Halsey C. Ives prizes for lan4d- 
scapes, one of $100 and one of $60, are 
offered through the Guild by W. K. 
Bixby. The Mary Elizabeth Bascom 
prize for figure painting—$100—is offered 
by Joseph D. Bascom in honor of his 
granddaughter. The Mary Bofinger 
Brown prize for figure painting—$50—is 
offered by George Warren Brown in 
honor of Mrs. Brown. The Susan Re- 
bekah Carleton prize for sculpture—$100— 
is a memorial to his daughter by Murray. 
Carleton. The Nancy Ashcroft Meston 
prize for sculpture—-$50-is given by 
Charles R. Meston in honor of Mrs. 
Meston. All these are standing prizes 
now available for the first time, and to 
be offered at each similar exhibition of 
the Guild annually. 

Prizes to Encourage Artists. 

The*prize list was devised for the pur- 
poses of encouraging local artists and 
stimulating St. Louis art. It is a new 
thing in St. Louis, and its inception has 
aroused more enthusiasm and interest 
than have attached to an exhibition of 
St. Louis art In at least many years. 
It is the expectation of the guild that 
the exhibition will grow, that the num- 
ber of prizes will be increased, and that 
the exhibition will within a reasonable 
time be to the West what the annua! «x- 
hibition of the Philadelphia Academy of 
Fine Arts is to the East. At this time it 
is exclusively for artists in St. Louis 
and suburbs. Its scope is expected to 
grow with the exhibition. One of the 
rules of the competition {fs that all the 
work entered must not have been pub- 
licly exhibited before in St. Louis. 

The announcements of the competition 
were sent to the artists Feb. 1 and 70 of 
them responded. Of these 50 got in the 
competition—40 painters, seven sculptors, 
two etchers and one architect. The of- 
ferings as a whole were pronounced by 
members of the guild to be the best ever 
sent to a St. Louis exhibiticn. Except 
for Frederick G. Carpenter and Fred- 
erick G. Gray, who were too busy with 
the mural decorations they are paint- 
ing for the Jefferson Memorial to paint 
something especially for the exhibition, 
and Frederick Oakes Sylvester, whose 
mural commissions for the new Country 
Club and elsewhere were too pressing to 
give him time to prepare for the compe- 
tition, almost every notable St. Louis 
artist submitted something and is a 
competitor.
